Andover Theological Seminary is 
the ecclesiastical centre of the sect. 
It is the seat of learning from which 
is sent forth. its authoritative teach- 
ings, and hence the term “ Andover 
Creed” as applied to its articles of 
faith, To receive an education and 
ordination at Andover is the ambition 
of the theological students of the sect 
and the veneration in which this old 
seat of learning is held by Congrega- 
tionalists generally, is marked. Every 
five years the entire faculty assemhle 
in a solemn manner, listen to the 
reading of the Andover d, an 
re-affirm their implicit and unshaken 
faith in its truth. Thus far the pro- 
fessors of the Seminary have all ob- 
served this rite at the set time, though 
some of them have been charged with

Levy com- 
plains that he lost a large quantity of cigars and tobacco which had been 
stored in his cellar. Water had seeped through the ground from a water 
ditch, and the plaintiff claimed that the city was liable. 

A company of distinguished Japanese arrived in Salt Lake City on the 85th 
ult, They are enjoying the pleasures of a trip around the world, and seek- 
ing information that will be of practical benefit to their native country. The 
principal personages in the company are the Prince Komatsu and his wife. 
The former is uncle, by adoption, of the present Mikado, and the lady i is she 
first Japanese princess to visit America or Europe. 

The grand jury at Blackfoot, Idaho, have found an indictment against 
Apostle John W. Taylor. It will be remembered by our readers that Elder 
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Taylor's offense consisted in advising the Latter-day Saints in Idaho to stand 
firm and maintain their legal rights. They have some odd ways of doing 
things in the United States. In New York Bartholdi’s great statue of 
Liberty illuminating the world has been set up amid the most brilliant and 
enthusiastic ceremonies, while in Idaho free speech is distorted into a crime, 
Better turn on a little more light. 

A correspondent of the Deseret News writing from Upton, Summit Co., 
thus relates the thrilling experience of two boys: “On Friday, October 15th, 
a Mr. Conrad and William Staley, both of Upton, were out for a hunt, and 
came across a bear. Having a dog with them, they sent it after the bear. 
Two boys, aged twelve and sixteen years, were likewise out on a hunt, and 
seeing a bear coming towards them, which proved to be the one chased by 
the dog, they started to run. The bear gained upon them. The younger boy 
fell down screaming. The older boy, named E. Staley, seeing no chance of 
escape, turned and fired at Bruin. Fortunately the shot took effect in the 
bear’s brain, killing it instantly. It weighed over 400 pounds. 

Judge Zane, of the Third District Court of Utah, has refused the applica- 
tion of Apostle Lorenzo Snow for a writ of habeas corpus, The object of the 
writ was to test the legality of what is known as the segregation process. The 
Edmunds law imposes a fine not exceeding $300, and imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months, for unlawful cohabitation. The practice in the Utah 
courts lately has been to divide the time during which the offense is claimed 
to have been committed into two or three or even more periods, and to find 
an indictment for each against the alleged offender. After this segregation 
process, the sentences are added together and the result is to increase the 
punishment in a corresponding ratio to the number of indictments found for 
what is actually the same offense. It is determined in the case of Elder 
Lorenzo Snow (whose sentence was trebled in this way,) to fully test this 
unjust method, and as Judge Zane has refused to grant the writ the case will 
be carried to the United States Supreme Court. 

President John Taylor was seventy-eight years of age on the Ist of Novem- 
ber.

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A FEW THOUGHTS SUGGESTED BY AN OLD PROVERB. 
— 


WE are all en ben 6 with the fable of the wagoner, bas finding his wagon 
fast in the mud, dropped on his knees and called lustily upon J upiter to get 
it out for him; whereupon that mythological personage, with more practical 
good sense than was usually exhibited by classical heathen deities, very 
plainly told the wagoner that he must put his own shoulder to the wheel 
before he could consistently call upon the fabulous ame of aniedeln, 
for superhuman aid. 

The story is a very good one, and the moral obvious to the moat ee 
understanding. The whole has been boiled down to the consistency of one of 
our most familiar proverbs that tells us “ Heaven helps those who help them- 
selves,” with which, in a general sense, we have no disposition to find the 
least fault; although we have sometimes heard it used with a peculiarly 
significant accent on the last word, and in a general tone and manner which 
seemed to imply that all the real help a man ever gets comes from his own 
exertions, arid that those who do help themselves are as independent of 
heaven's assistance as Napoleon felt himself to be when his artillery was 

heavier than that of the enemy. Indeed this whole matter of appealing to 
heaven for help is getting to be looked upon as an old fashioned practice that 
is rather out of date in this enlightened, matter of fact generation; a kind of 
superstition that pleases a few weak-minded enthusiasts without benefitting 
or injuring any one in particular. People in general are beginning to think 
lightly of it as a practice more of form than principle, and in time of war 
banners are consecrated, the aid of heaven invoked, and divine thanks re- 
turned for victories won, by all sides promiscuously, ‘with little or no refer- 
ence to the exact justice of the cause or righteousness of the quarrel. — 

It is not many years since a very wise man of the world, of great scieititic 
attainments, after commenting upon the philosophical absurdity of the idea 
that prayer influenced in any way the natural course of events, offered to 
submit the matter to a public test. Of course the learned gentleman did not 
‘perceive that there was any analogy between his pleasant and practical 
banter, and the proposition made by a still more learned and notable indivi- 
a dual, Who, more than 1800 years ago, asked che Savior to throw Himself from 
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an exeéeding high precipice and prove whether the Lord would n *. 
His word and work a miracle to preserve His Anointed. 

We will, however, accept the noble lesson of self help (dependent still upon 
divine sanction and aid) contained in the good old proverb, although we 
may disapprove of thé odor of infidelity given it by some people to whom 
self is evefything and heaven nothing, as we might object to the presence of 
a bad sinelling herb in an enen mne dish of ‘wholesome: and 
agreeable food. 

„Heaven helps those beip but the object sought be 
a propet one or the divine help will not be given, and if success come to an 
unrighteous cause, it is as hypocritical to aseribe it to the favor of heaven as 
it would be impious in the first instance to ask that favor for it. But men 
are sometimes mistaken, and think the attainment of a desired end would 
be à benefit: to them, when really it would result in their injury. If this 
error be conscientiously made, and the divine blessing and aid invoked upon 
the undertaking, that blessmg may come in the form of a disappointment, 
and the consequence be entirely different to the end we had in view. Alas, 
poor short-sighted humanity! The time will come when we will thank 
heaven as heartily for appeals denied as for petitions granted, for hopes 
blighted as for antitipations realized: Among other blessings brought us 
by experience is the power to be more discriminating in the nature of the 
enterprises we ask heaven to assist us in. As wise men and women we ap- 
preciate the kindness of our parents who answered our childish appeals for 
sharp knives and edged tools to play with by carefully putting them beyond 
pieces. 

Heaven helps help Read aright these. words 
beautifully blend the principles of manly self-reliance and devout trust in 
God. Is there any incompatibility between the two? By no means. Rather 
are they supplementary, the one to the other, and necessary to each other 
perfection. Alone, each principle, though essentially noble in itself, is liable 
to degeneration. Unaided by divine trust and faith, self-reliance degenerates 
into egotism and vanity, while faith in divine assistance, enen by 
manly self-exertion, becomes imbecile and hypocritical. 

But even while we write we instinctively feel that the truth contained in 
the proverb we have been considering is nearly related to a principle we 
have seen dressed i in another verbal garb. So do we sometimes see a face 
that as we gaze upon it vaguely suggests another that we have before seen 
but cannot distinctly recall. And when the discovery does come, and we 
learn that the faces belong to two near relatives, the likeness becomes so 
evident to us that we wonder we did not immediately recognize it. The 
| Apostle James declared many hundred years ago that “Faith without works 
is dead, being alone,” and the more we look at the Apostle’s saying and the 
proverb we have quoted (taken in its best sense), the more we perceivea 
family likeness. between them sufficient to prove them of near kin. They 
both teach the consistency and necessity of uniting effort with desire, and 
human action with divine trust. Thus we see that the spiritual truths of our 
holy religion are sometimes illustrated by maxims of worldly wisdom, Per- 
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haps, however, these phrases draw too distinctive and sharp a difference 
between varying forms of truth, for does not the Gospel embrace all truth? 
And is not all truth of divine origin? We sometimes think and speak of 
certain truths as original evolutions in a wise man’s brain, or creations of a 
learned man’s intelligence. Truth can never be more than discovered. The 
wisdom of man can go no further. Nay, it is doubtful if it goes this far, for 
“there is a spirit in man: and the inspiration of the Almighty giveth them 
understanding.” Because man by divine aid acquires truth, he is no more its 
creator than the astronomer is the creator of the remote and mighty worlds 
that are brought within the range of his vision by the telescope which the 
Almighty assisted him to invent: We are convinced that the better our 
philosophers comprehend the processes by which truth is brought within the 
grasp of human perception and intelligence, the more they will ascribe its 
acquisition to revelation and the less to discovery, as we aay an 
the latter term. 

Before we take leave of the old proverb, we may be ite n 
as an addendum to it (not an amendment) that Heaven sometimes helps 
those who cannot help themselves“ We know that this will be rejected by 
those who think that any assertion of the power of God is an attempt to 
abridge the rights of man, but there are some people yet on the earth who 
believe that our Heavenly Father interests Himself in the affairs of the 
human family. We know that the instances in which our addendum would 
be applicable are extremely rare. It is seldom a man gets in such a position 
that he can do nothing more to help himself than exercise faith in the Lord 
to deliver him; but the simple fact that it is possible for such a contingency 
to arise should be a sufficient incentive for us to so live that we can consist- 
ently claim such complete assistance and deliverance at any time. The his- 
tory of God's people proves that such crises have arisen in their experience, 
and we also further learn that when the man or people have been worthy of 
Heaven’s special deliverance, * arm of Jehovah has been swift to strike and 
omnipotent to save. 15 0. 


THE NORTH WESTERN STATES MISSION. 
WE have received a very interesting letter from Elder William M. Palmer, 
President of the N. W. S. Mission, including a statistical report of it from 
April 15th to October 1, 1886. From it we learn there are two Conferences 
in the Mission: the Indiana Conference, comprising the States of Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania, and the Minnesota Conference, 
which includes the States of Minnesota, Nebraska, Iowa and Wisconsin, and 
the Territory of Dakota. On the date last mentioned there were 42 Elders 
from Utah laboring in these two Conferences, and in them were also 3 local 
‘Elders, 3 Priests, 1 Teacher, 2 Deacons, 261 Lay members, 314 Officers and 
members, 118 Children under 8 years of age. Total number of souls, 437. 
‘There had also been between the dates mentioned, 79 Baptisms, 66 Children 
blessed, 4 Branches and 3 Sunday Schools organized, 768 meetings held, 16 
emigrated and 3 died. There were in that time six manifestations of mob 
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violence, not however of a very serious nature, and 154 instances in which 

Elders had to submit to the hardship of doing without beds. What would 
our clerical friends who “preach for hire and divine for money” think of 
the last statistical item? We think that many of them would be deaf toa 
“call” that imposed such hardships upon them. And yet these Elders have 
all left: comfortable homes to preach the Gospel without receiving one penny 
in salary for their services. Elder Palmer (who writes from Coal Valley, 

Alleghany County, Pennsylvania,) concludes with the following remarks: — 

„ Prejudice seems to be growing stronger with the masses of the people as 
wickedness incréases, which is at no small ratio; and as falsehoods about our 
people are heralded abroad, the Elders have to constantly meet these things, 
which have put them to much inconvenience, eausing them to be turned from 
the doors of many houses, and even necessitating their sleeping in school- 
houses, straw-stacks and on the ground. Prospects in Southern Illinois and 
this part of Pennsylvania are very flattering. Many.are investigating our 
doctrines. A great many of the Bickertonites (an off-shoot of the Rigdon- 
ites), are yielding to the truth, and we are persuaded many more will follow. 
A good work is also being done among the Strangites in Wisconsin, several 
having been baptized and other believing; further than that prospects are 
not very good. The health of the Elders in Southern Illinois is not very 
good, but we think it will improve as cool weather has come; however, they 

had such good chances for holding meetings that they did not desire to be 
changed to ‘more healthy parts of the Mission. There have been eighteen 
persons baptized in the Conferences since I came out this time that do not 
appear in this statistical report, but will in the next. The Elders are all 
feeling well in their labors. I never felt better in my life, knowing it is the 
Lord's work Jam doing. We have made a new Conference of the western 
part of Pennsylvania and the whole State of Ohio, to be called the Penn- 
sylvania Conference.” 


LON DON POOR IN WINTER.

Ax 1 poet has said: 
“Tig a most bitter lot to be poor when it snows,” 

and the coming winter promises to bring its full share of misery and destitu- 
tion among the poor, ‘especially in the great cities. Already the London 
newspapers are calling upon Poor Law organizations and dispensers of 
private charity to prepare by carefully considered measures of relief to effect 
the greatest possible mitigation of suffering with the means at their command 
for this purpose. The following brief extracts give a gloomy picture of the 
outlook for the poor in London: 
There is Mr. Barnett's terrible article in this month’s Wineteenth Century, 
and Mr. Barnett, as everybody knows, is no Socialist demonstrator, but he is 
vicar of an East End parish. He demonstrates, indeed, but only after a very 
telling fashion. He is perfectly quiet and collected, and something of a 
statistician witha), and he tells us, in the soberest way in the world, that in 
the Tower Hamlets there are eighty thousand people who are too poor to live. 
Some of the army clothing is made there, and it is paid for at a sate below 


starvation prices. Daily News. 
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In the coming winter there must be dire distress, and tens of thousands of 
strong men will ask for work in vain, whilst fifty thousand women and child- 
ren will pray in vain for bread. Sorrowful mothers will plead to no purpose 
for food for their little ones, whilst moody fathers walk from shop to shop, from 

Kocks to factory, asking for that honest employment which will enable them 
to bring a little color to the pale cheek uf the wife, and put a little flesh on 
the shrunken limbs of their helpless children.” Sunday Time. 

“Tt is said that the poor of London are increasing in number in greater 
ratio than the population of London. If this be so, there will, before many 
years have passed, be a seething mass of poverty which must become a source 
of danger to the greatest and wealthiest city i in the world. If poor people 
abound in London, if they are obliged to remain in idleness, they are sure to 
congregate on certain occasions; and if the idle are reinforced by an army of 
roughs, as they are pretty sure to be, the peace of London may, one of these 
days, be broken with a véngeance. To provide against such a contingency, 
we maintain that no processions with flags and bands of music, and other 
mans of excitement, should parade through the — streets’ of the me- 
tropolis."— Weekly Times.
